Tracks to Highest Bidder. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 
TO BE URGED BY MAYOR 


Pending Campaign Designed by 

. Carter Harrison as Initial Move 
for Creation of Vast System to 
Be Managed by the Public. 


CHICAGO, March 23.—Mayor Harrison is 


about to call for bids on the City Street 
Railroad Co.'s tracks in Chicago's streets. 

The council passed an ordinance Tuesday 
night declaring the company’s right to 
the use of the streets at an end. The city’s 
contention is that cars are now being run 
merely on suffrance. 

The mayor proposes to follow this move 
within two weeks by the virtual seizure of 
the tracks. Under his plan the highest bid- 
der will be entitled to their use for a period 
of time to be determined by the council. 

Chicago, he asserts, will own the “tracks, 
and whatever individual or corporation may 
secure the lease, will use them simply as 
the city's tenant. 

Mr. Harrison's intention is said to be the 
inauguration of a campaign before the ex- 
piration of his term, now near its end. for 
the municipal ownership of all car lines in 
the city. 

Whether the city or the street railroad 
company gained by the council's action is a 
question upon which the two interests aif- 
fer. 

The city’s representatives maintafn that 
the company was preparing to throw the 
litigation over the franchise into the Fed- 
eral courts, where they feared it might 
linger for two or three years. 

Following the cancellation of the fran- 
chise proceedings were immediately begun 
In the State courts to drive the company 
from the streets. By this means the mu- 
nicipal clals think they have greatly 
expedited proceedings. 

The company's attorneys profess, 
other hand, that they wilh be able, despite 
tht new ordinance, to get the case into the 
Federal courts and that, the city can- 
not, while the litigation is pending, inter- 
fere with the operation of cars, they will 
have for two years at least, full authority 
to gO on as at present without even the 
payment of the $80,000 license fees which 
they have been hitherto paying into the 
clty treasury.

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NEW QUARANTINE 


FOR BOLL. WEEVIL 


Amended Line Now Takes In the 
Pest-Infected Portion of 
Louisiana. 

March 2°.—The 


SHREVEPORT, LA., 
regulations of the Louisiana Crop Pest 
Commission have been amended and re- 
vised, and the quarantine line against the 
boll weevil which last year was practically 
the estate line between Louisiana and Texas, 
has been moved eastward to include the 
weevil-infested portion of Louisiana 

There changes were made at a 
meeting of the commission held in this city 
Those who attended the meetitig were: 
Prof. W. K. Dodson, L. 8. Frierson, Howell 
Carter and Prof. Wilmon Newell. 

The new boll weevil quarantine line rypns 
in general along the Red river from Ar- 
kansas to Boyce, Rapides Parish, thence 
south from Rapides Parish along the east 
boundaries of Calcasieu and Cameron Par- 
ishes to the Gulf of Mexico. That part of 
Louisiana included in the line 
is as follows: Caddo, De Soto, part of Red 
River, Sabine, part of Natchitoches, Ver- 
non, Rapides, Calcasieu and Cameron Par- 
lahe#. 

Hereafter ¢qhere will be no 
to shipments from Texas to the parish west 
of the quarantine line. A quarantine will 
continue against Texas and thet part of 
louisiana west of this line. All quarantine 
will continue in effect on cotton seed, cot- 
ion seed hulle and household goods, 

The commission has also enacted a quart 
antine regulation intended to prevent the 
introduction and the dissemination of San 
Jose scale and other serious pests of fruit 
trece. This quarantine will prevall against 
all atates and countries. Hereafter no 
shipments of nuTsery stock will be admit- 
ted to Louisiana uniless accompanied by @ 
certificate of inspection, and after Aug. 3 
all nurserymen in Iuisiana will be re- 
quired to have certificates of inspection be- 
fore making ebipments of nursery stock, 
an4 also after that date all common car- 
viers will be prohibited from handling 
a@tocks from nurseries unless the shipments 
are accompanied by certificates of inspec- 
tion.

Cireu!: Attorney Arthur N. Sager has an- 
nounced his determination to clean out the 
city jail before hot weather begins, 


where prisoners are held awaiting trial. 

He said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday morning: 

‘The article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
Magazine several weeks ago very accur- 
ately described the Condition in the city 
jail at this time, a condition which Is dlis- 


graceful to the state. 

“I have instructed my clerks to give jail 
cases precedence on each day's calendar, 
beginning April 1, they will have the right 
of way. We will, by the time hot weather 
sets in, have the jail absolutely cleaned up, 
with the exception .of new cases which 


come up from day to day. . 

“Last year, according to a report 
Jailer Dawson, ihere was an average of 2 
eases awaiting trial each day, at a cost to 
the state of $25,000 for boird. With the 
new court and increased facilities this will 
be avoided, decreasing that expense to a
